Bondemen Not Inclined to Grant Request 

and State's Attorney Dady 'Absolutely 

Refuses Immunity 



UNKNOWN MAN IS KILLED 



Fred E. Ames, alleged defaulting 
county treasurer now in hiding, is seek- 
ing a parole of his bondsmen for the 
present in order that he may come 
back to Waukegan under a temporary 
pledge of immunity, and make- ar- 
rangements to settle his alleged short- 
age with them on promises to cease 
prosecution. 

He wishes to return in person and 
make arrangements. 

He has a friend, unnamed for the 
present, at Burlington, Wis., who, he 
asserts, will contribute $12,000 towards 
the clearing off of the alleged shortage. 

Admitting the $12,000 shortage, he 
will clear it with this money. 

One of the bondsmen, who has never 
lost faith in him, is aiding him in mak- 
ing the arrangements for his return, it 
\ is said. 

The return of Ames is at present 
blocked by the refusal of State's At- 
torney Dady to let Ames come in on 
immunity under nny consideration. 

These are developments of a single 
day in the Fred E. Ames case, and 
more of them are treading on the heels 
\ of these. 

The story goes that Ames has com- 
municated with one of the bondsmen to 
the effect that he would like to be 
paroled to come back here and make 
arrangements to square himself. 

In this design he has found that at 
least one, and possibly two or more, of 
his former bondsmen^ who squared his 
alleged shortage are willing to co- 
operate. 

They waited upon State's Attorney 
Dady and asked him what terms could 
be arrived at, with the result that they 
were informed that there is no chance 
for immunity for Ames. 

This will not be taken as a final 
answer, although State's Attorney 
Dady declared that Ames would have 
to stand the gafT, that there would be 
no letup in the prosecution. 

It is stated by a man on the inside in 
every detail that Ames can with proper 
time, and a short time at that, raise 
$12,000 of a friend at Burlington, Wis., 
that jobs are open to him, aud he can 
clear all of the shortage or make ar- 
rangements to clear It, after clearing 
up the $12,000, which he admits to, the 
moment he is guaranteed immunity or 
paroled for a time. 

It is further stated that the night 
Ames left he got the tip he was to be 
indlcited, from some mysterious source, 
and fled the developments before the 
grand jury the following day, when as 
a matter of fact the Burlington friend 
would have placed the $12,000 at his 
command the following morning. 

Ames is described as thoroeghly pen- 
itent, but not broken, and very anxious 
to redeem himself. 

His attorneys, Orv.is & Beaubien, will 
not admit having received letters from 
him and it is not known whether they 
have or not, but there are new angleB 
to the story of how he communicated 
with friends that make the statement 
quite creditable.— Waukegan Sun. 



No Marks of Identification Save Macabee 
Emblem Found Pinned on Coat 

An unknown man was found at 
Wadsworth, along the tracks of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road late.Friday afternoon and up to 
late hours has not been identified. The 
only marks by which he might be ident- 
ified are.a Macabee pin on his coat, a 
pocket knife in his pocket and a pipe. 

It seems that the man was seen along 
the tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad late Friday after- 
noon, and it is reported that he was 
struck by a fast north bound train of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 

The undertaking firm of Conrad and 
Hart were notified and an ambulance 
was sent out to Wadsworth to take the 
remains to Waukegan where they will 
be held until identified. No one appar- 
ently saw the accident which caused 
the death of the man with the excep- 
tion of the engineer and fireman of the 
train. 

, It seems that the train whistled for 
the man to get out of the way and the 
man looked back, apparently Jsaw the 
train and made an effort to step to one 
side." 

Whether he tripped and fell, or 
whether he misjudged- the distance is 
not known; but he was strnck by / the 
cylinder of the engine, hurled into" the 
air. The crew of the train stopped the 
train and picked up the body of the 
man and carried him into the station at 
Wadsworth, and the ambulance was 
summoned. 

The man is described as a person of 
about 40 years of age, with a light 
sandy mustache, and light brown, 
straight hair. He was poorly dressed, 
wearing two shirts, one blue and one 
brown, a black coat,,and a non descript 
pair of trousers. A black slouch hat 
had been on the head of the man and 
was picked up in a ditch a short dis- 
tance from the accident. The man was 
dead when picked up by the train crew, 
although not badly mangled. 

Later it was learned that two trains 
passed near the spot where the body of 
the man was found. It is thought that 
he saw the one truin ahead of him and 
stepping out of the way of one, stepped 
full into the track of the one from the 
rear. An inquest was held.

Two Women and Boy Under It 

Two women arid a three«y ear-old boy 
were seriously injured in an automobile 
accident at Highland Park Saturday 
afternoon. Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Simonds of Chicago and Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward White, also of Chicago and 
Lester Simonds, three years of age 
were returning to Chicago from Eox 
Lake and had blown out a tire on the 
way, gunning in to Highland Park on 
the rim of one' rear wheel. 

Eye witnesses claim that the machine 
was running at a slow rate of speed, 
but when they struck Green Bay road, 
the street had been oiled, and in turn* 
ing a corner, the machine skidded into 
a ditch, throwing all occupants into the 
street. 

The two women and the boy were 
pinned beneath the heavy car, which 
was a seven passenger touring cor, and 
it was some time before sufficient as- 
sistance arrived to lift the machine free 
from the passengers. Both women were 
badly injured, and are still confined to 
their homes in Chicago. The boy was 
also seriously injured, and it is feared 
that he will be crippled for life. 

Attorneys from Chicago were at 
Highland Park, and it is claimed that 
they are planning on starting suit 
against the city of Highland Park to 
recover damages.

James P. Hull died at the Jane Mc- 
Alister hospital about 9 o'clock Sunday 
morning from injuries resulting from a 
gun shot wound inflicted April 14. 

Mr. Hull and three companions had 
gone to the lake shore and had erected 
a blind on the pier from which to shoot 
ducks. In the party was Alvin Seifert, 
an old time hunting companion of James 
Hull, and the men settled themselves 
for a day's sport. 

A dog belonging to Alvin Seifert was 
running about the pier, and as Seifert 
knelt to load his gun, which was of 
large caliber, the dog struck the wea- 
pon, swinging it around quickly, and 
the gun exploded, striking Hull full in 
the thigh with full force. 

It was seen at a glance that Mr. Hull 
was seriously injured, and a boat was 
called from the shore, the ambulance 
being summoned in the meantime. Mr. 
Hull was taken to the McAlister hospi- 
tal, and lay for many weeks, between 
life and death, the wads, powder and 
shot in the wound having induced gan- 
grene poison. About two weeks ago, 
however, he rallied, and seemed to gain 
steadily, until on Fridav it was an- 
nounced that he might be able to leave 
the hospital, and be removed to his 
home at 424 Corey avenue in a couple 
of weeks. 

In the early hours of Sunday, how- 
ever, his condition" took a turn for the 
worse, death ensuing Sunday morning 
at 9 o'clock. 

Mr. Seifert, upon learning several 
days ago that the condition of his old 
time hunting. "pal" was materially im- 
proved, Jef t this city to spend the sum- 
mer months in his new summer hunting 
lodge at one of the northern lakes in 
Wisconsin. A telegram was. sent to 
him as soon as Mr.. Hull died and he 
arrived home Tuesday. 

James Porter Hull was born in Wau- 
kegan in 1866, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John W. Hull. He was a graduate of 
the Waukegan High school in the class 
of 1883. '

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The new depot to be erected at the 
new naval training station at North 
Chicago is to be constructed after the 
plans of the guard house at the main 
entrance to the grounds, according to 
plans which have been received at the 
station. 

The depot will be situated between 
the tracks of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad and those of the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee Electric, and will 
be used as a union depot by .the two 
roads. ' 

The plans of the guard house have 
been sent to the architect at k Washing- 
ton, and just as soon as the plans are 
completed, the work of actual con- 
struction of the depot will be started. 
The train service on the Northwestern 
stnrts at the naval training station on 
June 15, although the station will not 
be opened until July 1. 

The recruits, or apprentices, as they 
are called, will begin to arrive at the 
station on July 3 r and on that day and 
the next it is expected that between 
300 and 400 men will enter. 

The United States Naval band, con- 
sisting of forty pieces, arrived at the 
station Wednesday and will be ready to 
play when the school opens to appren- 
tices. All members of the band are 
from the school at Norfolk, Va., and 
all are Americans. 

One hundred and twenty-six petty 
officers of the navy and instructors for 
the school are now to be seen in their 
pretty blue and white uniforms about 
the grounds of the school., They have 
been called in from all sections of the 
sea service of Uncle Sam, and have 
been given a chance to teach others 
those rudiments of the seafaring life, 
which many of them doubtless had .to 
learn through experience and hard 
knocks. » 

These instructors complete the work- 
ing force of the station, and will remain 
on duty there until orders arrive which 
will transfer them to other depart- 
ments of the work, either on land or 
on sea.

The receipts of Tag Day, held June

NEW SYSTEM 

POR PAYING 
SOLDIERS PENSIONS 

Those who draw pensions will be in- 
terested in the announcement that has 
just been sent out from Washington to 
the effect that 'Commissioner of Pen- 
sions Davenport is contemplating put- 
ting into execution a system which has 
been maturing for some time past, and 
which will prove of the greatest con- 
venience to pensioners and a saving to 
the government. It ib to do away with 
the pension voucher system entirely. 
Instead, a pension check will be mailed 
to every pensioner in an envelope, 
which will have on the outside directions 
for the postmaster to deliver only to 
the pensioner or to some immediate 
member of his family. If dead, the 
envelope is to be returned to the agency. 
The check inside will have a slip at- 
tached which must be signed by two 
reputable witnesses, who will certify 
that the receiver is wall known to them 
to be the person for whom the check is 
intended. This certificate will be* re- 
turned to the office, and be a voucher 
that the check was properly delivered 
to the person indicated.

The prevalence of a bad hoof disease 
among the cattle of England and sur- 
rounding is responsible for the delay in 
the shipment of the herd of fine Guern- 
sey cattle which were to be sent to Mrs. 
Scott Durand at Lake Bluff, owner of 
the Crabtree Dairy, to reach Lake BluftT 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Scott Durand stated Tuesday 
that the United States had been quar- 
antined a month against all cattle com- 
ing from England on account of the 
hoof disease, which renders the milk of 
the cattle offlicated with the disease 
unfit for human consumption, and this 
quarantine against the cattle of Eng- 
land will mean that the tine herd of 
Guernseys will not be shipped until the 
first transport after July 13, and will 
probably not reach hare until August I. 

Mrs. Scott Durand has employed two 
men in England to accompony the cattle 
to this country, to tend to them and see 
that they are properly cared for and 
also to pretect them from contraction of 
any disease which might attack them 
while on shipboad. 

These two men will accompany the 
shipment and Mrs. Scott Durand herself 
will meet the cattle at New York, and 
see that their journey across half the 
continent is expediated. Mrs. Durand 
received a letter from eminent United 
States Veterinery surgeons in Liver- 
pool, stating that he had examined the 
herd which she will receive, and that he 
pronounced them the finest herd of 
cattle which it has ever been his privi- 
lege to examine. 

In the mean time, while the cattle 
are remaining in quarantine in England* 
and while they are being brought across 
the ocean, Mrs. Scott Durand will keep 
on the work of preparing the stables 
which she will use on her farm when 
it is again in full operation. Her plan 
of the stables is unique and they will 
set a new pace for fine dairy farms 
throughout the country. 

All stables are to be built of solid 
concrete, with solid concrete floors, 
which will be flushed with water every 
hour. These stables will be built in 
the shape of a hollow square, with a 
court in the center. .The report that 
the windows of the stables were to be . 
hung with sash curtains and that 
boquets would be placed in front of 
every cow, to keep up the idea of na- 
ture was denied by Mrs. Durand, but 
she stated that every precaution would 
be taken to prevent any contamination 
of the milk from her stables. 

It is expected that before the fall is 
well advanced that the Crabtree dairy 
will once again be ready to furnish the 
milk for the society of Chicago and the 
north shore.

As unhealthy cowa aro a potent fac- 
tor In the production of Impure milk, 
healthy cows are ono of tho essen- 
tials of a clean, pure milk supply. 
Healthy- cows mean cows f reo .from 
any disease, especially tuberculosis, 
and cows that have never aborted or 
had garget (mammltls) or any other 
form of udder disease. To Insure 
healthy, cows havo tho herd tested for 
tuberculosis by a competent veteri- 
narian and examined by him as to 
their general health, at IcaBt twice a 
year; separate the doubtful and re- 
acting cows from the rest of tho herd, 
putting them in a separate barn if 
possible; dispose of them .as Boon as 
convenient, and replace them with 
cows guaranteed as to health and 
production. 

With a healthy herd of good pro- 
ducers It is of v great Importance to 
keep them healthy. The beet way to 
do this Ib to keep them clean by cur- 
rying and brushing, when necessary, 
washing tails and flanks; by clipping 
long hairs from udder, flanks, tall, 
belly; by housing them in well-lighted, 
well-ventilated barns, with clean bed- 
ding, preferably shavlngB; by feeding 
wholesome food in a balanced ration; 
by keeping a supply of clean water 
conveniently located so that It can bo 
had as wanted; by" having regular 
milking hours; and by a regular In- 
spection of the herd by a competent 
veterinarian at least twice a year. 
This Inspection can be contracted for 
at so much a year to treat all diseases 
that may. occur In tho herd. Whore 
this arrangement has been tried It 
has generally resulted In the veteri- 
narian using every effort to keep dis- 
ease out of tho herd, as prevention is

much easier than cure. Such methods 
tend not only to keep the herd healthy, 
but also to encourage the milk flow 
in quantity and persistency. 

Tuberculosis is ono of the most 
common, and from tho standpoint of 
sanitary milk production,, ono of tho 
worst diseases of dairy cattle. Its 
elimination can result only from the 
hearty co-operation of all owners of 
cattle with such regulations as may 
be recommended by thos'o whose 
knowledge and experience best quali- 
fy them as authorities on this sub- 
ject' Such authorities recommend the 
tuberculin test as the best method 
of detecting this disease, especially 
In Its early stages, and have agreed 
that this test, properly applied, gives 
correct results ninety-seven times out 
of a hundred. It is best, safest, and 
in tho end cheapest to dispose of un- 
healthy cows as soon as possible. No 
dairyman can afford to keep tubercu- 
lous cows. First, because a cow with 
tuberculosis tends downward Instead 
of upward, as a rule, In vitality and 
production. Second, because, as tho 
disease Is contagious, a whole herd 
may bo infected by ono diseased cow. 
The tuberculin test, would have elimi- 
nated tho diseased cow and would 
have thus removed tho source of con- 
tagion, at a cost not to exceed tho 
value of this one cow. Tuberculin- 
tested cows are valued higher today 
In all marketB than untested cows. 
Some cities and towns prohibit the 
sole of milk from non-tested cows. 

Since tho above conditions are true, 
facts point strongly to the conclusion 
that It pays to eliminate tuberculous 
cows from the herd, and since we ob- 
tain more milk from a given number 
of healthy cows In a given time, and 
more profits as well, a clean herd Is 
a real economy.

A' half century ago' soli treatment 
In an orchard was a. rare thing. Or- 
chards were looked upon largely as so 
much forest land, and treated accord- 
ingly. Today, however, people are 
realizing that orchard crop3 ato like 
any other farm crops, and likewise 
that good boII treatment 1b necessary 
to reach a reasonable degree of suc- 
cess. Tho question that confronts ob- 
serving men now Is, What boII treat- 
ment 1b beBt? . 

Granting thnt\tho drainage has been 
provided for, the soil treatment for 
an orchardMs divided Into cultivation, 
cropping and fertilizing. These three 
phases are Intimately associated, and 
must be considered together more or 

less. 

Cultivation Is necessary for tho fol- 
lowing reasons; (1) to conservo 
moisture, (2) to minimize surface 
drainage, (3) to keep down weeds and 
grass (4) to promote deoper rooting 
of the trees (5) to destroy Jnsocts and 
disease that find protection In grass, 
woeds'and uncultivated sollB/and (0) 
to provide for tho aeration of the 

soil.- 

Out of all' these it may bo said that 
the greatest single object and benefit 
of cultivation ie the hubsandlng of tho 
water content of the soil. Trees need 
enormous quantities of moiBture dur- 
ing the growing season, and every pre- 
caution should be taken to provide as 
large an amount of it as possible. 

Thero are, however, limits to the ex- 
tent to which cultivation should bo 
practiced. It must be remembered 
that it- necessitates a bare condition 
of the soil. This allows for free, play 
of the air on the organic matter of the 
soil, and thereby causes great loss

from oxidation of that valuable fac- 
tor of boII fertility. Furthermore, cul- 
tivation, is practiced too late In the 
season, stimulates twig growth so long 
that some of it will not bo sufficiently 
ripened to survive the cold winter. 
Tho Ideal way and ono that Is very 
'practical is to begin cultivation as 
early as possible In tho spring, and 
continue It religiously until about mid- 
summer, when some crop la planted 
that will compete with the trees for 
molsturo and fertility and thereby 
hasten ripening of the wood before 
winter. 

Other reason for planting this cover 
crop aro that It will servo as a cover 
for tho soil and bo retard oxidation of 
tho organic matter for the remainder 
of the summer, protect tho soil from 
washing, serve as a protection over 
winter, lock up within its tissues plant 
food which might otherwise be lost 
in dralnngo waters, aid in replenish- 
lng tho soil whon turned under In tho 
spring, and lastly, if it i B a leguraln- 
ous plant, it will also add nitrogen. 

Tho first cultivation should be given 
as soon after tho ground opens as 
possible. v There Is unwarranted loss 
of molsturo by evaporation because of 
undue delay of the first cultivation. A 
very good tool for this, especially In 
a young orchard, is tho plow, B inco it 
turns under all rubbish and tends to 
promote deeper rooting of tho trees 
by pruning the shnllow ones. Tho 
.soil should always be leveled down 
after plowing so as to leave no ridges 
or furrows near the tree rows. In tho 
plowing of subsequent years tho soil 
should be thrown alternately to and 
away from the trees. Occasionally, at 
least, and every other year. It pos- 
sible, tho orchard should be plowed 
.cross wise.

have been done heretofore, but of doing them 
more easily, moro^ quickly, more oconomlpally 
or more effectively tlian has heretofore been 
deemed possible. 

The national government has been taking 
the load in scientific, mechanical and engi- 
neering development to a constantly Increas- 
ing oxteht In late years. For, of course, the 
reader will understand that in speaking of 
Uncle Sam's current triumphs in the field of 
Invention and experiment, reference is made 
not to tho federal government as represented 
by its own exports and employes. Now. the 
national government has always been a con- 
tributor' to tho cause of science and. invention, 
there being dual reasons for Its activity in 
auch direction. On the one hand the central 
government, with paternal instinct, has been 
bound to contribute in every way to the well- 
being of the whole people and as 1b well- 
known such benefit is more often than not con- 
ferred through tho instrumentality of scien- 
tific "discoveries and Inventions.

they will exert -an Important Influence there. 
Among theso new inventions Is a remarkable 
combination machine which at one operation 
stamps tho successive serial number on each 
bank note, impresses in color the official seal, 
/cuts the sheets of money into individual notes 
and counts the bills— tasks that formerly re- 
quired as many different machines and an im- 
mense expenditure of time. Another new inven- 
tion, is a machine which automatically trims at 
one stroke all four edges of a sheet of bank 
notes. A third now Invention Is a machine for 
automatically wetting the sheets of paper used 
in printing our currency — a chore that had for- 
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appreciated by comparatively few of our citi- 
zens, an operator of scientific laboratories, a 
manufacturer and a business corporation. Now 
with Uncle Sam in the actual conduct of arts 
and industries on a greater scale, in somo in- 
stances, than they are being carried on by any 
private corporation, it has become imperative 
from tho hard, practical business standpoint 
that the government shall have tho benefit of 
tho highest possible attainments in time and 
labor-saving equipment 

In the effort to keep abreast of or a little 
ahead of tho world's march of progress, tho 
federal establishment has continually carried 
on tests and experiment with a view to dis- 
closing new capabilities in Instruments and ap- 
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dozen or more, end to 
end, are supported in 
horizontal position.

.Inscriptions by no means are the 
product of modern learning. The an- 
cients left 160,000 that have been 
resurrected, translated and printed, 
not counting the epitaphs on ordinary 
graveB of thousands of years ago, 
which are not deemed worth the trou- 
ble, i 

Ancient peoples— Sabaeans, Phoe- 
nicians, Etruscans, Oscans, TJrabrlana. 
Babylonians, Assyrians, Numldlans, 
Germanlc'trlbesi Iberians, OeltB, Norse 
—all carved their records In stone and 
metal. Paper was not as common in 
those days as now.. 

The permanent records, thus left In- 
clude religious forma, business ac- 
counta^oyal proclamations and boasts 
of deeds accomplished, epltaphB, mor- 
tuary tablets, altars, temples, aqua- 
ducts, tax receipts", etc* Evidently 
property was hot safe in the old days 
and they had the" habit of writing on 
seals", gems, vnBos and other brlck-a- 
brac by way of identifying them. 

Both In this country and abroad 
scholars devote much of their time to 
deciphering these' mute records of tho 
past, and it 1b quite likely that the suc- 
cessors to our population — If such 
there shall be— will find Information In 
the Eliot Inscriptions for their learned 
tomes. N 

In Prance, along with other acade- 
mies, they have one of the inscrip- 
tions, which Is preparing books of the 
Greek and Latin relics by photog- 
raphy. The experts began this Job in 
1881. 

In 1868 Mommsen and Huebner. the 
great historians, projected a similar 
task under the Berlin academy and at 
last accounta the savants who are con- 
tinuing their labors were still collect- 
ing. They have published many vol- 
umes and have preserved some 10.000 
of the 20,000 extant Greek Inscrip- 
tions. 

It Is a great part that the carved 
words of bygone ages has played In 
modern knowledge. The finding of 
the Rosetta stone with its identical 
message In both Egyptian and Greek 
provided the clew that unlocked the 
mysteries of the Nllene delta's early 
history. 

Some of the languages and most of 
the history of Asia Minor has been 
preserved by the same method. Also 
some years ago at Hlsn Ghorab on 
the Arabian coast, there was found 
a stone, which being deciphered, pro- 
claimed, according to some, that the 
apple which Eve gave to Adam and 
thus made ub all work for a living 
wasn't an apple, but a pomegranate. 
Earth's oldest Inscription belonged 
to the Phoenicians once, and was 
hewn out 6omo 3,000 years ago, being 
a dedicated bronze vessel for the tem- 
ple of Baal Lebanon by Hiram, king 
of the Sldonlans. It wss found In 
Cyprus and is~now in the Louvre mu- 
seum at Paris. .

OFFICIAL BULLETIN ISSUED 



Understanding Between Three Mexi- 
can Leaders Is Reached Which 
Simplifies Presidential Election — 
Vlljeon Warns Against Anarchy. 



Mexico City.— "If I should be elect- 
ed president, Senor Do La Burra will 
bo minister of foreign relations and 
General Reyes will be minister of war 
In my cabinet/' said Francisco I. Ma- 
dero following a visit to the presi- 
dential residence at Chapultepec cas- 
tle, where he talked with both Presi- 
dent De La Ilarra and General Reyes. 
Both men havo consented to accept 
these portfolios and their decision was 
announced in an oillclal bulletin issued 
at the National palace. 

Americans hero accept the report 
current that Henry Lane Wilson, the 
American ambassador to Mexico, has 
asked that he be transferred to some 
other post as true. The nature of the 
ambassador's troubles, if any exist, 
are not obtainable. 

Telegrams from Yucatan report the 
condition of affairs there as being 
worse than In northern Mexico. The 
Indians are banded together under the 
command of renegade members of the 
National Guard which revolted last 
Friday. They have captured ranches 
and small towns, putting all Spaniards 
to death and driving other foreigners 
out of the country. 

San Diego, Cal.— Culiacan, in the 
state of Sinaloa, surrendered to the 
Maderists May 31, after nearly two 
days of fierce fighting, in which hun- 
dreds are reported to have been 
killed. The city was nearly destroyed. 
Mnzatlan, In the same state, surren- 
dered without resistance June 2. 
These advices were brought by the 
steamer Brito Juarez, which has just 
arrived from Mazatlan. 

Juarez, Mex.— That the United 
States is becoming tired of the shoot- 
ing and other acts of anarchists on 
the California-Mexico border and steps 
must be taken at once to stop it is 
the burden of messages sent to the 
Mexican war department by Gen. Ben- 
jamin Vlljeon, military adviser to 
Francisco I. Madero. 

General Vlljeon expressed the fear 
the Washington government may with- 
draw its offer to allow Mexican troops 
to travel through the United States to 
Lower California unless the privilege 
is promptly taken advantage of. 

The former Boer general bases his 
advice to Mexico City on many com- 
plaints of residents of California, who 
threaten to take measures of their 
own. 

Passengers arriving from Chihuahua 
say the condition In that city is be- 
coming unbearable. Five thousand 
federal troops with 13 generals, In- 
cluding Viljeon, LIoz, Rabago and Lu- 
que, are patrollng the city night and 
day and have notified the Insurrectos 
that the peace agreement did not pro- 
vide for the surrender of the city. 

General Vlllar, commander of the 
zone, says under no circumstances 
will he allow the Insurrectos to enter 
under arms. Artillery and trenches 
have been put In place as if for a de- 
fense. 

Outside the city General Orozco, 
with the forces of the insurrectos. 
says he is determined not to lay down 
arras, and he will soon enter the city 
by force, if necessary.

Says Roosevelt's Acquiescence In Coal, 

Deal Was Act of Constructive 

Statesmanship. 

Washington.— Elbert H. Gary, ex- 
ecutive head of the United States 
Steel corporation, told ( tho house 
investigating committee a version of. 
tho formation of that enterprise which 
contradicted testimony of John W. 
Gates that tho threats of Andrew Car- 
negie to build rival railroads and tube 
works had induced J. Plerpont Morgan 
to institute negotiations culminating 
in the gigantic steel combination. 

"Such matters as 1 learned were 
testified to by Mr. Gates before this 
committee," Mr. Gary Bald, after a de- 
tailed statement of tho formation of 
tho steel combination, "never wero 
spoken of in tho deliberations over the 
deal. I do not remember that Mr. Mor- 
gan ever mentioned these matters to 
me." 

Mr. Gary saia that Mr. Gates had 
nothing to do with questions regarding 
tho charter and form of organization 
of the steel corporation- 
Mr. Gary, in the course of his testi- 
mony, declared that If former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had not approved of 
the absorption of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company by the United 
States Steel corporation he, Gary, 
never would have voted to consum- 
mate that deal. 

Mr. Gary, cross-examined by Mr. Lit- 
tleton of New York, elaborated his 
views as to government supervision of 
corporations and pleaded for greater 
co-operation between government of- 
ficials and tho directing forces of big 
business combinations. Mr. Gary in- 
sisted that the government waB Just 
as likely to go too far in one direction 
as the corporations In another. 

Mr. Gary denied charges, attributed 
to Senator Oliver of Pennsylvania, 
that the Steel corporation was trying 
to gain control over Ohio river trans- 
portation lines so as to cut out wa- 
ter competition in the shipment of 
coal. 

These charges were set forth hy 
Robert C. Hall, former president of tho 
Pittsburg Stock exchange, another 
witness. 

Returning to tho absorption of tho 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company, Mr. 
Littleton asked "just when" that trans- 
action relieved the financial situation. 

"Just as soon as we sent back word 
from Washington that President 
Roosevelt would allow tho deal to bo 
made," Mr. Gary said. "1 don't know 
what the committee thinks about it, 
but I myself believe that the action of 
the president in this connection was a 
pleco of real constructive statesman- 
ship." 

Mr. Gary again declared in tho 
course of further questioning that 
President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Root not only sanctioned the ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company by the Steel corporation, 
but held it to be necessary to avert 
widespread financial disaster. 

Mr. Gary said anew that financial 
conditions In 1907 were such that 
something had to bo done to prevent a 
panic. The conference at the White 
House, he declared, was the final step 
In tho campaign of prevention, and ho 
added that if tho administration had 
declined to permit the combination of 
tho two big steel properties ho would 
have opposed it in tho Steel corpora- 
tion.

Michigan City, Ind.— Of a crew of 
ten men six were saved when the 
barge J. D. Marshall was wrecked 
off shore ten miles west of Michigan 
City harbor after springing two leaks. 

A cargo of 400 yards of sand was on 
deck and -It Is believed to have shift- 
ed, causing the boat to turn turtle. 
She lies In 30 feet of water about GOO 
feet from shore almost completely 
turned over with bodlpB of three of 
Us dead held prisoners. 



Dr. Wines, Addressing Charities Con- 
ference, Scores Present Methods 
of Treating Petty Offenders. 

Boston.— A complete revolution in 
the treatment of misdemeanants and 
petty offenders throughout the United 
States was proposed by Dr. Frederick 
Howard Wines, statistician of the 
board of administration of state In- 
stitutions of Illinois, at tho opening 
session of the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction here. 

Dr. Wines characterized the aver- 
age county or municipal jail In this 
country as a school for crime, a cess- 
pool of moral contagion, a propagating 
house of criminality, a feeder for the 
penitentiary, a public nuisance and a 
disgrace of modern civilization. The 
public Indifference to the s'tuatlon ho 
attributed partly to Ignorance. "The 
county offlclals," he said, "do not 
know what a jail should be and the 
people do not know what their jails 
really are. In plain Anglo-Saxon, tho 
truth Is that wherever there exists 
local graft and political dishonesty, 
the county prison Is Its center and its 
stronghold. Tho sheriff or the Jailer 
makes a personal profit from crime 
by charging a per diem for board for 
prisoners and by tho receipt of fees 
for locking and unlocking the Jail 
doors. That profit is a live wire. No 
local politician, possibly no member of 
the legislature or even of the state 
administration.. dares monkey with 
It." 



Mexico City. — The volcano Collma 
Is belching forth fire and lava and 
tho towns of San Andres. Tonlla, 
Tonilllta, Zapotlltlc, San Gabriel and 
Tuxpan are overwhelmed. Each has 
a population of from 300 to G.000 peo- 
ple. 

The number of dead is unknown, 
but messages brought on a special 
train from San Andres, tho largest 
town destroyed, reports 700 known 
dead and many hundred more burled. 

From coast to coast Mexico 1b de- 
vastated by the earthquake and to 
add to tho terror of 1 tho Inhabitants 
the volcanoes Collma and Popocata- 
petl are now In full eruption, great 
cones of smoke hovering over the 
craters and lava pouring down their 
sides Into tho cities and towns lo- 
cated there. 

The death list placed eraly at 1,456, 
Is growing and word Is yet to bo re- 
ceived from the Isthmus of Tehuante- 
poc, which was shaken from end to 
end. 

Tho famous floating gardens of the 
Montezumas, located on an Island in 
Lnke Xochlmllso are no more. Gar- 
dens, homes. Inhabitants, Island and 
all ore sunken beneath the surface of 
tho lake. How many victims wero 
claimed by the earthquake hero no 
one can say, but comparatively few 
If any of the natives aro believed to 
have escaped. 

The inhabitants of this island are 
direct descendants of the Aztecs and 
of pure, unmixed blood. They raised 
and sold nearly all the flowers and 
vegetables for the markets of Mexico 
City. Now they and their homes and 
their products are no more. 

One hundred and fifty persons wore 
injured In Guadalajara, but no ono 
was killed. 

The list of casualties Is pouring Into 
Mexico City. At Taction seven are 
dead and 19 injured; Tacabaya three 
dead, tho number of injured being un- 
known; San Angle, two dead and 
seven Injured from falling walls; 
PInon, two dead and three Injured. 

Nearly all of these places are In 
the Immediate vicinity of the capltol. 

The Port of Manzanlllo, State' of 
Collma, that cost $14,000,000 to build. 
Is badly damaged. Twenty-two per- 
sons were killed. Acapulco also suf- 
fered greatly, but as yet there ore no 
details.

Sho had been Buffering 
from a nervous breakdown since Jan- 
uary last 

Although it has boen reported sev- 
eral times since she camo hero that 
sho was dead, her death was" not ex- 
pected until soveral days ago. 

Mrs. Nation In the sanitarium was 
Incapable of even managing her own 
business affairs, all trace of the bold 
prohibition worker had disappeared 
when her Iron constitution began to 
fail, and sho spent the last five months 
of her life in seclusion, no ono but 
relatives and hospital attendants be- 
ing allowed to sco her. Whon told 
soveral days ago that she would die, 
Mrs. Nation made no comment. Only 
Dr. A. L. Suwalsky and a nurse wero 
with her when death came. 

Mrs. Nation's entry into fame was 
made at Wichita, Kan., several years 
ago, when she demolished a saloon 
with a hatchet. Later she repeated 
tho performance on soveral other Kan- 
sas towns. Kansas, however, was too 
small for her proclivities and she car- 
ried her sensational fight against tho 
saloons into somo of the tnrger cities 
of this country. 

Her body will be taken to Kansas 
City, whero tho funeral services and 
Interment will be held.

Tho Brlstow amendment, which re- 
serves to tho federal government the 
right to control tho senatorial elections 
in the states, was adopted before tho 
final vote, 44 to "44, with Vice-Presi- 
dent Sherman casting the deciding 
vote.

WASHINGTON.— An army that' does 
not exist Is being officered by the 
war department In obedience to the 
mandate of congress. Fifty and more 
men versed in the profession of arms 
are already on the eligible list for com- 
mlBBlons In this armyi Three new 
boards of army ofllcers, composed of 
.seasoned colonels, experienced majors, 
captains and flrst and second lieuten- 
ants, were recently named to pass upon 
the qualifications of other- candidates 
ambitious to direct Imaginary military 
forces. 

Artemns Ward's shoulder strap, com- 
pany of warriors, assembled to take 
, part In the big family .feud of 1861-5, 
had at least ono private — the humor- 
ist himself, who waa In command; but 
the nnrfy of the United States volun- 
\ teors Is to have none. Don Quixote 
armed with, a big stick, his head pro- 
tected by a "Malbrlno helmet," mount- 
ed on his charger, "Roalnanto," and 
followed by the faithful Sancho Pnnza 



was a more real,, more tangiblo and 
more, formidable force than the ghost- 
ly array of Unitod States volunteers. 
It's a joker in the Dick militia bill, en- 
ncted into law by congress on May 27! 
1908. 

The Dick bill originally provided for 
an actual army of United States volun- 
teers similar to the volunteers who en- 
listed for the Spanish-American war 
after state organizations wero found 
to bo troublesome. 

The bill also provided for a separate 
section for an eligible list from which 
ofllcers were to be' commissioned when' 
the army of United States volunteors, 
subject only to the will of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the armies of the 
United States, might bo called Into be- 
ing in a condition of war. 

The section providing for the vol- 
unteer army waB Btricken from the bill 
in the course of a legislative wrangle 
over the privilege of the states to or- 
ganize volunteers. The authority cre- 
ating the army was thus destroyed, but 
the contingent Bection bringing Into ex- 
istence the liBt of ellglbles for the 
array's commissioned ofllfllcerB was not 
disturbed. The bill thus passed con- 
gress, disembodying the army but pro- 
viding officers for it. That is why 
the war department Is now qualifying 
men as ellglbles. 



Postal Clerks Ask Right to Organize 



EMPLOYEES of the postal service, 
particularly tho men employed it 
the railway mall branch, are making a 
determined fight for legislation under 
which they may organize and afflliato 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor. Samuel Gompers, president of 
the federation, Is supporting the move- 
ment. 

Many men formerly In the postal 
service, but who wero let out because 
they -were active in encouraging em- 
ployees of the service to organize, havo 
told tho committee of tho wrongs 
which thoy assort aro done tho em- 
ployees. In a general way, the griev- 
ance of tho employees Is that men aro 
frequently dismissed for purely polit- 
ical reasons, men lot out of the serv- 
ice have no recourse. 

It is pointed out that the postofllco 
department now forbids the individual 
employee . from laying any complaint 
he may havo before his senator or 
member of congress. Tho civil service 
commission has come in for much 
criticism because It haB not taken 
more interest in cases of dismissed em- 
ployees. Witnesses have polntod out 
to the committee that the commission 
will not act in the case of a dismissed 
employee unless it has prima facie evi- 
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dence that the dismissal was because 
of politics. It Is next to Impossible, 
say tho dismissed employees who havo 
teBtlfled, to prove that men were re- 
moved from the service through polit- 
ical Influence. 

Some of the new members of tho 
house who have become much interests 
ed in the grievances of the postal em- 
ployees believe a remedy of some sort 
will be found In the committee on civil 
service. ; 

The whole subject Is likely to hold 
tho attention of congress throughout 
this special session and perhaps 
throughout the rcgulnr session. Tho 
committee on expenditures in the post- 
ofllco department has been authorized 
by the houso to make an Investigation 
of the postofflce department, and -it, 
too, will go into 'this question as to 
whether tho employees of the differ- 
ent branches of the sorvlce are being 
properly treated.

'The Record, under the present sys- 
tem, Is not a true report of the pro- 
ceedings of tho house. It may well 
bo that an nrticlo of value, prepared 
by a in ember of congress, should bo 
printed In the Record, but It should bo 
bo designated?- 

"But to my mind the greatest end 
that would bo attained under this sys- 
tem would be the shortoning of 
speeches in congress and tho restora- 
tion of debate to a piano it once occu* 
pled. 

"The first result of labeling things 
In the record by their right names 
would be the abandoning of the pres- 
ent abuso by Individual representa- 
tives. When a man's constituents be- 
gin to aBk him, 'Did you really deliver. 
this speech, or did you j-st have it 
printed?' he will quit the practice. 

"Congress could not possibly afford 
the tlmo that would be necessary for 
tho delivery of all tho speeches that 
appear In the Record. Therefore, 
speeches will have to bo shortened, 
and they ought to be. No man needs 
an hour in congress to explain an 
idea. Half an hour, and usually loss, 
ought to be enough for any man."

Picture of 8aok of Flour Which Wa/i 
Usod to Raise the Sum 

of $1,000,000. 

Sycamore, 111.— Of all the war-tlmo 
pictures, probably thero are fow raror 
ploturea than tho accompanying print 
"which has been preserved by S, T. 
Armstrong of this place, Tho saok of 
flour shown on the . Bhouldor of the 
man in the picture was 'used to raise 
more, than a million dollars for the 
famouB sanitary commission, organ- 
ized by Dr. Henry W. Bellows, Boston, 
during the lastyears of the Civil war. 
The object of the commission was'ib 
relieve suffering among Union sol- 
diers of tho northern army. 

The scheme to raise funds for the 
commission by selling and reselling a 
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Million Dollar Sack of Flou,. 

sack of flour originally worth $15 waa 
tho outcome of an election hot in 
Austin, Nev. This town was holding 
on election to decide tho matter as 
to whether It would Incorporate. On 
ono side of tho question was a man 
named Grldley, shown In tho picture, 
and on the other was ono Herrlck. 
Grldley agreed that if the election 
went against him, he would carry on 
Ills shoulder a sack of flour and 
keep step to the tune of. "Old John 
Brown,"* played by a lire and drum 
band trailing after him, tho line of 
march being from one side of tho town 
to the other. Herrlck agreed to do 
the same thing if the question was de- 
cided contrary to his hopes, only the 
band was to play "Dixie." Thero was 
a deal of war time feeling mixed up 
m tho matter. 

Gridlcy's side lost out and so there 
was a time set for him to pny his olec- 
toln bet. 

After he had delivered the goods, 
Grldley at once offered to buy the flour 
back for ?25 and Herrlck at once took 
him up. At this point Mr. Armstrong, 
who at that time was a citizen of 
tho place, offered to give $30 for the 
trophy, falling in with Herrlck's prop- 
osition to tarn the money over to the 
fund of tho United ^States Sanitary 
commission. This was tho start of 
the movement that ultimately ended* 
In swelling the charltablo fund to $1,- 
000,000 .throughout the country.

Publicity Law Badly Needed. 
Connecticut, District of Columbia, 
Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, 
Mississippi, New Jersey, New York, 
Rhode Island and Vermont, have laws 
which provide specifically for the re- 
porting of tuberculosis and which 
make provision for the proper regis- 
tration of living cases of this disease.

nois, Kentucky, Louisiana, Missouri, 
Montana, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Philippine Islands, Porto 
Ilico, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Texas, Virginia, West Virginia and 
Wyoming.
